Marietta,

crowds and lusty cheering was Ohio’s 
greeting to William J. Bryan on Wed 
nesday. 
Just before the Democratic 
candidate passed over tho line 
into 
West Virginia late at night 
he 
ex 
pressed himself as exceedingly well 
pleased with the receptions accorded 
him in the native state of his Repub­ 
lican opponent. 
Although 
tho 
day 
was a hard ono for him, Mr. Bryan ex­ 
hibited no signs of fatigue. 
Inspired 
by the fact that he literally was carry 
ing his warfare into the camp of his 
political enemy he spoke with a vig 
orousness that even thoso who havt 
been constantly with him throughout 
the campaign could not help but note 
While in bed In the morning a news 
paper was handed into his state room 
and Mrs. Bryan read to him a dis 
patch stating that the New York Cen 
tral railroad system was threatening 
its employes with a reduction in 
wages if he was elected, but promising 
an Increase in work and wages if he 
was defeated. 
This was his cue for 
the day and he fired broadside after 
broadside into the

their campaign tactics.
